Summary of reasons for decision: 

The Blu-ray contains theatrical and extended versions of the film Paranormal Activity: The Ghost 
Dimension, an additional extended version with an alternative ending, and deleted scenes. The 
theatrical version of the feature was previously classified as R13 with the note “Violence and 
horror scenes. Content may disturb” (OFLC 1500686). The decision was registered on 08 
October 2015. 

The film is a “found footage” horror following a young family terrorised by a series of 
supernatural events and disturbed by material they find on a collection of home videos. The film 
builds to a hurried violent climax in which a demon is unleashed and the family killed. The 
additional material, which is similar in extent, degree and tone to that of the feature, explains 
some of the plot holes in the theatrical version. There is nothing in the additional content on the 
Blu-ray that requires an alteration to the classification or descriptive note given to the previously 
classified film version.
